Whereas, the Additional Principal Chief Conservator of Forests & Nodal 
Officer, Maharashtra State, Nagpur, vide his letter under reference No.1 has submitted a 
proposal to the State Government, which was received from M/s. Gujrat Gas Company 
Limited, Gandhinagar for diversion of 0.1921 ha. Forest land for laying of 6’’ dia steel 
pipeline to set up natural gas distribution network in Wada Taluka & its surrounding 
areas to provide natural gas to enroute industries/Consumers in Palghar District of 
Maharashtra. 


AND whereas, Government of Maharashtra after due consideration, vide its 
order under reference No. 2 accorded 'in-principle' approval with certain conditions to 
above proposal for diversion of 0.1921 ha. of forest land under section 2 of Forest 
(Conservation) Act, 1980; 


AND whereas, the Additional Principal Chief Conservator of Forests & Nodal 
Officer, Maharashtra State, Nagpur, vide letter under reference No. 3 & 4 has submitted 
compliance of those conditions to the Government of Maharashtra; 


NOW, therefore, in exercise of powers conferred to State Government under 
general approval given vide MoEF&CC, Government of India's Handbook of 
Guidelines for effective and transparent implementation of the provisions of Forest 
(Conservation) Act, 1980 [Chapter-4, Para-4.2], Government of Maharashtra is pleased 
to grant Final Approval for Diversion of 0.1921 ha. of Forest Land.

Therefore, the Government of Maharashtra directs that 0.1921 ha. of Forest

Non-compliance of any of the conditions mentioned in Government of 
Maharashtra’s order dated 27.02.2019, in this order and Rules and Guidelines 
made / issued under Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980, shall amount to violation 
of Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 and action would be taken accordingly. 


. In case of non-compliance of any of the above conditions, the concerned Chief 


Conservator of Forests / Deputy Conservator of Forests shall report through the 
State Government to Deputy Director General of Forest (Central), Regional 
Officer, Ministry of Environment, Forests & Climate Change, Government of 
India, Nagpur as per procedure laid down in the guidelines under the Forest 
(Conservation) Act, 1980.
